BUYING ON TRUST. 


Among the various customs which have 
prevailed among mankind, there is none 
more pernicious in its operations, more. un- 
just and oppressive, than buying on trust, 
and then letting it stand for days and months, 
nay often years, before it is paid. And ia 
no place to which our acquaintance extends, 
is it so common aud general as in our own 
towns. It would require but little effort to 
show that the principle in itself is unjust 
When an individual sells an article, he ex- 
pects to realize an advantage thereby in an 
honest way. But where is the profit, if he 
has to wait six months or a year before it is 
paid? Is he not then robbed of his just 
dues? But the case becomes more oppres- 
sive still, if the person selling the article is 
in limited circumstances, and depending on 
his income for his daily bread. He needs 
the money, and yet it is unlawfully with- 
held. Or suppose a mechanic makes an ar- 
ticle according to promise for his customer ; 
it is finished andtakenaway. Now the me- 
chanic is in moderate circumstances, and 
has a family depending upon him for daily 
support ; he works hard to meet the wants 
of his customers, supported and encouraged 
by the hope of obtaining the reward of his 
sweat and toil; and not possessing any 
means in advance, he hastens to complete 
his work, hoping to obtain his pay in order 
to buy his family bread. Butlo! the work 
is taken away, and the poor laborer is dis- 
appointed-—he must trust, he sighs in pain, 
not knowing where to obtain the necessaries 
of life. Is there justice, is there humanity in 
this? Can any man, professing the princi- 
ple of common honesty, pursue so disrepu- | 
table and oppresive a course? Is not this, 
for a time, robbing the honest mechanic of 
his due? And by what right is it withheld ?: 
Has he not made the work? Has he not 
earned his money? Who will withhold 
that which is not his own, and yet profess to 
be an honest man! 

But unjust and ruinous as it is to the per- 
son who is thus deprived for a time of what 
is his due, so injurious is it to the individual 
himself who withholds it. It must be paid 
at last, and perhaps at a time when most un- 
suitable. Besides, it multiplies debts, in- 
creases pecuniary difficulties, until at last 
he finds himself unable to meet the demands 
of his creditors, and, becoming a bankrupt, 
many a poor, honest mechanic loses his all. 

Take it, then, as you please, it is an un- 
lawful, unjust, disgraceful and inhuman 
policy. It has not the shadow of an excuse. 
It admits of no apology. It is a relic of 
barbarism, and unbecoming a christian peo- 
ple. Why purchase that you cannot pay 
for? Why get an article that you must 
purchase on trust ? Would it not be better 
to suffer, than buy on trust? It certainly 
would be more honest. We goagainst the 
whole system, from beginning to end. The 
only correct principle, and the only honest 
policy is—cash. True, a ‘individual 
cannot arrest the difficulty, “As Otlers do 
not pay him, he cannot pay for what he pur 
chases. One forces the other into this yp. 
principled course. It therefore reo~jres a 
general movement—the united 8tion of the

This 
reduces the actual ratio of this State, to about 
85,757. | .

To the Editors of the Charl2ston Mercury : 


An editorial in your issue of the 1%th inst, 
entitled “Home Politics,’ requires a bricf no- 
You say the question raised in 
ople of South 
Carolina turn about and swear fealty and devo- 
tion to the Union, and thoroughly afmalgamate 
with the Democratic party, or shall they keep 
themselves unfettered?’ May I enquire who 
has mado such an issue? Name him if you 
please : or, failing in that, as you doubtless will, 
state the proposition conformably to the facts as 
they exist. What then is the question for 
Charleston and the State to decide in this con- 
nection ? 

The jssue, according to your admissions for 
the last ten days, is this: Shall South Caroli- 
na cast a cheerful vote for Pierce and King, and 
I believe she ought, or shall it be cast grudging- 
ly, and with a snarl, as you desire ?” Shall we 
stultify ourselves by raking up every objection in 
fact dhd in imagination against Pierce, and then 
supporting his election? That's the issue, and 
it cannot be disguised. 

Immediately following this statement of “ the 
issue” you further say: ‘The position we have 
here indicated as the natural and probable one 
of the State, corresponds we know with the 
opinions of both our Senators, and we have 
reason to believe with all our Representatives 
in Congress except Col. Orr.’ Now, you mean 
by this to insinuate that my position is in the af- 
firmative of the issue which you are pleased to 
ssy exists in Charleston. Whence came your 
information? If you had published my speech 
ofthe 9th inst. in the House on the Presidency, 
before this effort of yours to manufacture a pub- 
lic opinion for your subscribers as to what my 
position is, then the most cuaptious of your 
readers could have fuund no foundation what- 
ever for the imputation you make. Jf you do 
not choose to publish it, may I crave the hum- 
ble favor at your names that you shall not mis- 
represent its issnes and propositions. The speech 
defines my position, andI have no cxplanations 
to make concerning it.

When the publication has been made and cor- 
rected by those ooncerned, it may turn out that 
this bold effort of yours to isvlate me from my 
colleagues, in our respective positions on the 
Presidency, will be frustrated. 

No person who associates with my colleagues, 
would require to be told at this day, their eutire 
willingness to support the Democratic nominees. 
Nor could any Whig editor quote their language 
and sentiments to disparage the claims and pre- 
tensions of the nominees, or build a hope from 
anything they bave said, that South Carolina 
would refuse a cheerful support of Pieree and 
King.

Nearly ever 
Whig paper in the South is republishing. with 
extreme felicity, all your articles, fly-blowing 
the nomination of Pierce and King. and it is not 
atall surprising that your Washington corres- 
pondent, as well as all your readers, should be 
left in doubt as to your purposesin the coming 
Presidential election.

New College Chapel. 

We were favored by the architect, Mr. Graves, 
on yesterday, with a view of the plan of this 
building, as adopted by the committee. The 
building will be a very handsome one, and 
makes an imposing appearance. It will be 
finished in the Corinthian style of architecture, 
and while the richness of that style will be suf- 
ficiently developed, the building in its general 
appearance will be chaste and neat. 

The site selected for the building will add to 
its attractions and appearance. The spot will be 
in the centre of Sumter, just below the inter- 
section of Green street, thus giving the rer 
the most elevated position on the whole lengt 
of the street, und, from its dome, affording one 
of the best views of the surrounding country that 


“ean be had from any other location in the town. 


The dome will be upwards of 100 feet from the 
ground, will be well lighted, and will have, two 
balconies, which will afford visiters an opportu- 
nity of enjoying the prospect around. 

The interior of the building will also be very 
handsome and imposing in Lop psye The 
size of the audience room will be 68 by 100 feet, 
with galleries running round on three sides of 
the building—the seats both above and below 
arranged so that the audience will face the 
speaker. The galleries will be supported by 
pillars finished also in the Corinthian order. 

An elevated platform, sepa’ of seating 
about seventy persons, will be erected imme- 
diately in front of the speaker's stand, in the 
rear of which, still more elevated, will be the 
President’s chair. In the recess behind the 
latter will be an elevated balcony, for musicians, 
é&c., accessible by stairs from the rear. 

The ceiling will be raised panel work, with a 
handsome centre piece, in which will be placed 
a skylight of ground glass, and the dome being 
so well lighted, a soft and pleasant light . will 
thus be admitted into the building. The chapel 
will seat 1,500 persons with ease and comfort, 
and in case of emergeticy will hold an audience 


of 2,000, 


The front portico, supported by Corinthian 
pillars of 36 feet shaft, will be 18 feet wide. 
rhe recess in the rear will extend back 15 feet. 
The building will have a basement throughout 
of 12 feet in height. The whole height of the 
building, to the top of the dome, will be 103 
1-2 feet. Mr. Graves, the architect who will 
superintend the erection of the building, we are 
confident will give us one of the prettiest edifi- 
ces yet erected in our town. It was one great- 
ly needed, but probably by waiting the institu- 
tion and the public will have secured just such 
a building as was needed. The proposals for 
the work will be opened on the 18th inst., and 
the building commenced without delay.—So. 
Carolinian.

Death from Drinking Ice-Lemonade. 

Mrs. Betsey Grimes, says the Boston Travel- 
ler, who has lately been confined to her bed by 
indisposition, at her residence, corner of Aon and 
Mechanic streets, died a day or two since from 
the effects of drinking a quantity of iced lemo- 
nade, which she drank while in a weak bodily 
state. This should serve as a warning against 
indulging freely in the use of cold or iced liquids 
during the very hot weather, with the idea of 
quenching thirst or moderating the tempera- 
ture of the system toa cooler state. It always 
ought to be remembered that in warm weather 
the system requires less nutriment than in cold ; 
and that if the quantity of nutriment that is 
taken into the digestive organs is not modified, 
disease will be contracted. 

This desire for cold drinks in hot weather is 
an artificial desire merely to gratify the palate ; 
this peculiar sensation of thirst in the mouth 
and fauces arises not from a demand for fluids to 
increase the serum of the blood, but generally 
from a local disease of the parts connected with 
the throat, that may be allayed by chewing 
some hard substance. 

The effect produced by taking into the sto- 
mach considerable quantities of cold liquids in 
hot weather, endangers the health and impairs 
the general tone of the system, from a sudden 
abstraction of heat from the stomach. This 
immediately arrests the digestive process and 
causes the food to remain in the stomach lon- 
ger than its natural time, producing irritation, 
and not unfrequently sudden death.

Mr. Clay’s Death. 


We find the following despatches in the 
Charleston Mercury : 

WasHInGTON, June 29.—Mr. Clay, last eve- 
ning, was slightly wandering in his mind, and 
spoke incoherently of his wife and children. 
This morning he appeared more rational, but 
did not speak until about half an hour before 
his death. He then asked for drink, which his 
son gave him through a silver tube. Mr. Clay 
then said to him: ‘ Don’t leaveme.” He then 
motioned to have his neckcloth loosed. and after 
remaining quiet a few moments, said, ‘‘ I am 
going,” and died calmly in about ten minutes. 

Mr Clay's son, Gov. Jones, of Tenn., and 
Mr. Calvert, the proprietor of the Hotel, were 
the only persons with him early this morning. 
and were impressed with the opinion that the 
symptoms indicated approaching dissolution, 
but death was not certain until 10 minutes pre- 
vious to the futal event. 

All the public offices in this city and Baltimore 
were immediately closed upon the melanchol 
intelligence being made public, and were shreud- 
ed in mourning. A great number of stores ia 
Baltimore and the Northern cities were imme- 
diately closed as a token of respect. The flags 
of the shipping are at half mast, minute guns 
were fired. bells tolled, and every indication of 
of profound.sorrow manifested. ~_. 

In the Hlouse of Representatives this morn- 
ing, Mr. Venable said that in consequence of 
the report of Mr. Clay's death, he would move 
that the House adjourn, which was unanimous- 
ly agreed to. In the Senate Mr. Hunter made 
the same announcement, and the same motion, 
which was also unanimously agreed to. 

Wasnincton, June 30.—In Congress to-day 
numerous eulogies were delivered on Mr. Clay, 
and arrangements were made for the funeral, 
which will take place to-morrow at noon. The 
body will be laid out in state in the Rotunda of 
the Capitol previous to the funeral. Mr. Clay's 
personal friends have decided that the remains 
shall leave for Lexington the same afternoon, 
via Baltimore, Philadelphia, New York and the 
Erie Railrvad. 


Mr. Cray’s Successor.—We sec it stated that 
James Guthrie, Esq., a distinguished Democrat 
of Kentuck® will be appointed by the Governor 
to fill the vacancy in the Senate, caused by the 
death of Mr. Clay whose resignation does not 
take effect uutil September.
